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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1, 9, 15, 35 and 36 of applicant's 11/7/2007 Amendment are 
patentable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as 
a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set forth, including a stripper 
comprising an opening groove formed on an upper portion of the stripper such that a 
contact surface of a lever contacts a side of a paper through the opening groove. 

Independent claim 14 of applicant's 1 1/7/2007 Amendment is patentable over the 
prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do not 
show or render obvious the combination set forth, including a cam gear comprising a 
cam surface, in which at least one cam protrusion formed on the cam surface contacts a 
shaking plate, and the at least one cam protrusion comprises three sub-cam protrusions 
formed at the same intervals along a circumference of the cam surface that contacts the 
shaking plate. 

Independent claim 21 of applicant's 1 1/7/2007 Amendment is patentable over the 
prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do not 
show or render obvious the combination set forth, including a stripper comprising 
another contact surface contacting a paper and an opening formed through the another 
contact surface, and a contact surface of a lever is disposed in the opening of the 
another contact surface of the stripper.
